NEw HAMPSHIRE STATE TAX COMMISSION. 


‘ 


The selectmen or assessors ‘‘shall appraise all taxable property at 
its full and true value in money as they would appraise the same in 
payment of a just debt from a solvent debtor.’’ (Public Statutes 


chapter 58, section 1.) 


The assessors of 1912 will be instructed to see to it that an inven- 
tory blank reaches the hand of every property owner in the state, and 
to make reasonable efforts to secure the return of the inventories 
properly filled out and sworn to. 


In the cases of property owners who neglect or refuse to return 
sworn inventories, or who falsify such inventories, the assessors will 
be instructed to ascertain as best they can the values of the property 
of such owners, to multiply such values by four and assess taxes on 
the resultant amounts, and they will be held strictly accountable by 
this commission for full compliance with the instruction. 


Furthermore, if evidence discloses perjury on the part of persons 
making returns the evidence will be laid before grand juries. 


Any competent and sufficient evidence that a parcel or class of 
property in the state ‘‘has not been assessed,or has been fraudulently 
or for any reason improperly or unequally assessed, or the law in any 
manner evaded or violated,’’ will bring a prompt order for reassess- 
ment by the local assessors, and neglect or failure to comply with 
such order will receive the attention prescribed by the statute. 


Very few persons will beg assistance from their neighbors or 
wrongfully take their property, but when a person conceals his 
property to avoid taxation he secretly takes assistance from his 
neighbor to exactly the amount the latter is called upon to pay in 
taxes more than he would have paid if the concealed property had 
heen assessed.

EXTRACTS FROM FOREST FIRE LAWS. 


(Chapter 128, N. H. Laws of 1909, as amended in 1og11.) 

SECTION 7. It shall be the duty of the forest fire warden and 
deputy fire warden to extinguish all brush and forest fires occuring 
in his town, and either of them may call such assistance as he deems 
necessary to assist him in so doing, and may require the use of 
wagons, tools, horses, etc., for that purpose, but such authority shall 
not interfere with the authority of chiefs of city fire departments. If 
any person fails to respond to the warden’s call for his assistance or 
the use of his property, he shall be fined not exceeding ten dollars 
for each offense. , 

SEcT. 12. No person shall Pnaie a fire upon public land without 
permission first had from the forestry commission, the state forester, 
district chief, forest fire warden, deputy forest fire warden, or from 
the official caretaker of such public land. No person shall kindle a 
fire upon the land of another without permission first had from the 
owner thereof or from the owner’s agent. 

SEcT. 13. Between the first day of April and the first day of 
November, inclusive, of each year, no person shal] kindle a fire or 
burn brush in or near woodland without the written permission of 
the forest fire warden or presence of the forest fire warden or person 
appointed to represent him. 

Sect. 14. Fires kindled by throwing down a lighted match, cigar, 
or other burning substance, shall be deemed within the provisions of 
sections 12 and 13, and every person violating any provision of said 
sections shall be fined not more than two hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned not more than sixty days, or both. 

Sgcr. 15. The state forester, or the forest fire warden, or the 
deputy forest fire warden, may arrest, without a warrant, any person 
or persons taken by him in the act of violating any of the laws for the 
protection of forest lands, and bring such person or persons forthwith 
before a justice of the peace or other justice having jurisdiction, wlo 
shall proceed without delay to Ldisiae of the matter as justice may 
require. 

SEcr. 16. Every person who shall set fire on any land, that shall 
run upon the land of any other person, shall pay to the owner all 
damages done by such fire. 

Smcr. 18. It shall be the duty of any person who discovers a 
forest or brush fire not under control or supervision of some person 
to extinguish it or report it immediately to the forest fire warden or 
official in charge of forest protection, and failure so to do shall be 
punished by a forfeiture not exceeding ten dollars to be recovered 
upon the complaint of the warden.

Fifth Annual Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools... 


To the School Board: I submit herewith my second annual report. 

ATTENDANCE. A comparison of this year’s record with that of 
1910 shows no improvement in the former and a decided loss in the 
grammar schoolroom. ‘The large number of tardy marks in this 
room was caused chiefly by six pupils whose total tardy marks were 
125. The tardiness record and names of these pupils are deserving 
of publication but I refrain from this as these children have done 
better this year. The low per cent of attendance in this room was 
due largely to the absence of one pupil who was really a non-member. 
The three term’s per cents are 87, 92 and 95, a decided improvement 
toward the end of the year. 

I repeat my suggestion of last year that some means be provided 
for ringing a bell for the school sessions. 

GRADING. + With the opening of the fall term it was found possible 
to close the brick school and put all the children into the new build- 
ing. he resignation of Mrs. Jennie Blake was a positive loss to the 
village schools. Her service to the district has been of special merit. 
We have been fortunate in retaining Miss Crosby, grades six, seven 
and eight. Her work has been conscientious and unremitting. Miss 
Jackman resigned aftera successful year to take a school in Lakeport, 
which is more accessible to her home. She was succeeded by Miss 
Edith Severance, a graduate of Concord Training Sehool. who is 
doing very satisfactory work. 

The status of the Center school is entirely different from what it 
was two years ago. Miss Kate Thompson has been very successful 
in keeping up the attendance and interest of the pupils. Several 
successful and well-attended parents’ meetings have been held at 
which the program was furnished by the children. ‘The winter term 
closed at the end of the fourth week owing to the small attendance 
occasioned by whooping-cough and other sickness. 

DOUBLE PROMOTION. In the course of the school year six chil- 
dren in grade seven,by extra work out of school and in, so far accom- 
plished the preparation for high school that they were promoted to 
high school in September. This promotion was made _ primarily 
because they had reached an average age of 13 years and 8 months 
on entrance to grade seven, which would mean that they would not 
enter high school until the age of 15 vears and 8 months. 
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These children were well developed and disposed to work in order 
to save the year. The results of their first term’s work in high schoo} 
are as follows: one passed in every subject, three failed in one sub- 
ject, one failed in two subjects, one did not take the examinations. 
Two of the failures were made up in a later examination. The 
general averages of these five pupils as shown by marks in five sub- 
jects are: 74,74,77,78 and 80. These ranks are not as high as could be 
desired but they are ereditable when we reflect that these pupils 
have for the most part had not over thirty weeks a year in their 
preparation for high school. The other sub-freshmen from Hill in 
Franklin high school had general averages as follows: 72,72, 76 and 
87. The last rank exceeds the college certificate rank (85) by two 
points. 

HEALTH. Since the opening of the September term the eyes of all 
the pupils have been tested by the superintendent by means of the 
Snellen chart. While this test is not scientific in the discovering of 
the causes of defective vision, it does at least reveal some of the 
extreme defects. Several parents have been notified of the condition 
of their children’s eyes and one or two have had glasses fitted. 
Incidentally the children’s teeth have been given a_ superficial 
inspection, several parents have been notified, and instruction in the 
care of the teeth has been given by the superintendent and teachers. 
December and January were the months of the whooping-cough 
epidemie which reduced quite noticeably the attendance in the 
primary room. 

The matter of health is of immense importance, not only as 
regards present efficiency but in its relation to the future welfare of 
our children. Our methods of sweeping, dusting, washing floors and 
windows, and general care need close study. A periodical fumiga- 
tion of the school building, especially after such an epidemic as the 
whooping-cough, is very desirable. I speak of these things because 
in less than a decade they will be matters of course in school 
administration and we cannot too quickly attend to things that 
concern public health. 

Books and SUPPLIES. Owing to the dampness of the basement 
supply room, the shelves have been remoyed to the second floor 
where the supplies are not only more accessible but in better condi- 
tion. Two new sets of books have been added this year: **A Short 
Course in Music” and **New Educational Music.” 

One hundred and fifty dollars should be raised for books and 
supplies for the coming year.
